VICEROY'S FUNERAL HELD 
AT OTTAWA 





Author, historien ond Governor-Generoi of Conodo since 1935, Lord Twccdsmuir died here lost night 
after o series of cerebral operations in the Montreal Neurological Institute. The direct cause of death 
wos not attributed to tJne. operations but to pulmory embolism caused by a clot which had formed in 
the veins of the leg. Death occurred at 7.13 p.m., four hours after the final operation. Lody Twcedsmuir 
ond her son, the Hon. Alastair Buchan, were at the bedside when death struck. Both seemed to bear 
the shock with composure according to attendants ot the Neurological Institute. 

An official medical statement bearing the signatures of physicians attending described the prog- 
ress of the ailment. Tuesdoy morning the Governor-General had follcn in his room, the result of which 
wos o concussion to the brain. Paralysis set in a nd Dr. Wilder Penfield, professor of neuro-surgery at 
McGill, wos summoned from Montrcol with Dr. Jonathan Mcokins. An emergency trepanation was 
held Fridoy morning in Rideau Hall making possible removal to Montreal. At the Neurological Insti- 
tute, an emergency operation wos carried out Fridoy night to relieve pressure caused by a swelling on 
the right side of the brain. 

Lord Tweedsmuir seemed on the road to recovery when additional pressure become evident and on- 
other opération wos held Sunday noon. According to all indications the crisis wos past and respiration 
and blood pressure reodmgs were approaching normolcy. At 5.58. a sudden arrest of respiration oc- 
curred. Two blood transfusions and artificial respiration were attempted but to no avail. Dr. Williom 
Cone, associate professor ol neuro-surgery, assisted Dr. Penfield with the operation, Drs. J. C Moakins, 
Gordon Gunn and Colin Russcl attending. 

Late lost night, arrangements were being concluded in Ottawa lor the tuncrol to tokc place at St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian Church on Wednesday. The body will lie in state at either the Senate Chomberi 
or in the Hall of Fame.

Movie Reviews 



While the British Commonwealth of 
Nations mourns a greet ton who won 
distinction in literature, government, and 
war, and while Cenedo mourns one of her 
ejreetest Governors-General, McGill 
mourns the loss of e distinguished Visitor 
to the University. 

The head of the Canadian natian has 
poised away, but we remember too that 
Lard Tweedsmuir was the father ef a 
family; to Lady Tweedsmuir, to her sons, 
and to 4i&r- doughter, we express our 
deepest sympathy at this time of their 
ead and premature bereovement. 

Few men of this generetien were of 
Lord Tweedsmuir's calibre; author, sol- 
dier, ond administrator, he showed even 
from his earliest youth that he was des- 
tined to be one of the greatest figures ef 
his age. 

A friend of the Buchon family once 
said: "It's not blood the Bûchons hove 
in the veins, it's ink." It was, indeed, as 
a devotee of the Muses thot John 
Buchon won his chief title to immortality. 
What author of our day has worked to 
diligently to maintain and extend the 
heritooe of English letters that the cen- 
turies have bequeathed? Historien, biog- 
and novelist, he combined his 
ligious knowledge of the world's 
literature ond his remarkable literary 
talent to produce some of the master- 
pieces of the twentieth century. McGill 
iUniversity Library is fortunote indeed in 
possessing the manuscript of "Augus- 
tus," his latest biography. 

In the realms of war and administra- 
tion he wos no less famous. During the 
Boer War, he served os a trooper in 
the Rand Mounted Rifles, while in the 
ensuing conflict, he eventually became 
director of Information, responsible 
alone to the British Prime Minister. 

Even in his university days we catch 
o glimpse of the statesman of later years; 
comirrg to Oxford from Glasgow Univer- 
sity, he was elected president of the Ox- 
ford Union in 1 899. From there we can 
trace his public career through the pe- 
riod of diplomatic work in South Africa, 
{through the Great War, to his election to 
British House of Commons in 1927 
ind his appointment as Governor-Gen- 
eral of this Dominion in 1935. 

From his early years, Lord Tweeds- 
inuir was closely associated with univer- 
sity life ond thought; chancellor of one 
university, honoured by many more 
((among them McGill ) , he was ever ready 
to recognize the supreme importance of 
the university in society. Speaking from 
si-form of Moyse Hall on the oc- 
Dr. Lewis W. Douglas' installa- 
tion as principal two years ago, he said: 
"It is a university's duty above 
all, in Matthew Arnold's phrase, to 
'guard the fire within,' to keep 
alight that sacred flame which is 
bequeathed to it from the past and 
which it must hand on undimmed 
to the future." 
It seems almost incredible that all 
the honour* and all jhe achievement.-

•THE LIGHT THAT FAILED" was Kip- 
ling's first attempt al a novel, Unsuccessful 
from a literary and artistic standpoint, but 
soon a favorite with the reading public. There 
arc elements of greatness in. this story of an 
artist's struggle for fame and fortune, which 
had it* roots in his repressed and poverty- 
stricken childhood; his compromise with his 
artistic integrity, and the pathos of his defeat 
and death. The vigour and drama of the story 
has not failed even in this somewhat lackadai- 
sical production. One gathers the impression 
that the officials of the company suddenly look- 
ed at the calendar and said, "Good heavens, 
1940! We must remake "The Light thai Failed." 
Get the book out, someone, and where arc 
those red coat* we used to have around?" Even 
in the midst of those excellent scenes betwetn 
Mr. Colman and Miss Luplno one never quite 
loses the feeling that all the good points of 
the picture arc just happy accidents, unplan- 
ned cither by Kipling or Columbia. 

Ron8ld Colman is excellent as Richard Hcl- 
dar. especially in conveying the effect of blind- 
ness. As Bessie, Ida Lupino has already become 
famous for the splendid intensity and truth of 
her performance. Dudley Digges is the perfect 
"Nilghai". and Walter Huston, apart from the 
limitations of accent and mannerism, makes a 
delightful "Torpenhow" — unfortunately never 
quite at home in such a thoroughly English at- 
mosphere. In the part of "Maisie" Muriel 
Angelus does her best with the sketchy sug- 
gestions provided by the script. William Well- 
man would have done well to forget Kipling's 
novel and build up the character of "Maisie", 
who plays, after all, a great motivating part in 
Heldar's life, and must have had considerable 
charm to balance her patent selfishness. 

The picture really belongs to Ronald Col- 
man and Ida Lupino. and is worth the price 
of admission if only for the priceless vulgarity 
Miss Lupino puts into Bessie's remark, "Fancy 
me kissin' you!" when she has given Heldar the 
comfort he so sorely needed. 

Also on the bill is an interesting account 
of the rise and fall of the American South, 
which prepares the way for "Gone With the 
Wind": a Popeye Cartoon, a Grantland Rice 
Sports Short, and an incredibly dull Charley- 
Chase comedy. — H- L.

AT THE CAPITOL. 
DES TRY RIDES AGAIN. 
Anyone who enjoyed "Westerns" as a 
youngster but finds they pall as an adult is 
requested to attend a session of DESTRY 
RIDES AGAIN with Marlene Dietrich and 
James Stewart. 

While the cowboy setting is unchanged, 
Marlene taking the part of a licentious oper- 
ator of Last Chance Saloon in the small town of 
Bottleneck, and with the local two-gun toughies 
gathering in approved style to cheat thé honest 
ranchers and raise hell, there are several un- 
usual variations. It will surprise many to see 
Mis* Dietrich participating in a sheriff vs. 
rustler film, and James Stewart as Dettry pre- 
sents a new slant on methods of cleaning up a 
bad town. 

Son of a famous Arizona sheriff who was 
shot in the back while hit guns roared death, 
young Deslry is appointed deputy sheriff by the 
town drunk Washington Dimsdale, who "had to 
choose between the bottle and the badge." Fill- 
ed with a holy admiration for the fighting qual- 
ities of Destry's father, Dim&dale is surprised to 
sec his new deputy descend from the stage 
coach toting a bird cage instead of two Colt 
revolvers. The citizens are soon disgusted, the 
rustlers and gamblers delighted. 

But neither side knows Destry. Jt is putting 
it mildly to say that he "rides again," even high, 
wide and handsome. He docs everything. And 
you like him just as much afterwards, possibly 
more. 

It is a pleasure to watch James Stewart 
fill this role. Friendly and diffident, this young 
man can, and does, act. Mitcha Auer as Calla- 
han is amusing and clever. Marlene, although 
no singer, puts on a stellar performance when 
she and one of the virtuous ladies of the com- 
munity stage a barroom rough-and-tumble. It 
leaves one more convinced than ever that the 
"female of the species" is bad medicine to tam- 
per with! 

Sec this show. You'll like it- 
While the added attraction OH JOHNNY 
HOW YOU CAN LOVE is not another argument 
in favor of single-feature pictures, it too is 
crowded with action— of a light humorous na- 
ture. Nevertheless three hours ol unmitigated 
action should be good training for "Gone With 
the Wind."

ing copy and provide* opportunity for some 
pretty nifty dialogue. 

The March of Time, news reel and short 
subjects arc up to par and together with this 
comedy thr bill is probably the bast bel of the 
week among the first run, houses.

BRITISH INTELLIGENCE. 
The tact that British have Intelligence Is 
not clearly ahown by the picture BRITISH IN- 
TELLIGENCE currently playing with GltANNY 
GET YOUR GUN at the Princes Theatre. Boris 
Karloff walks around (no, this time he docs 
not slink about) as an agent of the British In- 
telligence, as an agent of the German Intel- 
ligence, and as an agent of Warner Brothers no- 
intelligence. Margaret Llndsey I* very charm- 
ing, if a little unreal, as a secret agent in the 
household of a British Minister. 

Always remarkable to u* la the fact that 
people who play minor rolss in picture* *up- 
posed ly taking place in the past acquire a pro- 
phetic air. A German staff officer while giving 
instructions to one of hi* agent* suddenly fore- 
tells of the future of Germany with the rise 
of one man. A British Intelligence officer 
philosophize* on British reluctance to fight but 
determination once they are started to win, And 
in a scene that served no purpose at all in the 
picture there 1* a ridiculous attempt to poke 
fun at the rule of an enemy state who was a 
corporal during the last war. Warner Brothers 
arc becoming more pro-Brltiah than the Bri- 
tish themselves. 

Equally as stupid as the scene involving 
Hitler in the other picture Is the second pic- 
ture on the bill, GRANNY GET YOUR GUN. 
May Robson is Granny who saves her family 
and its honour by the use of a gun at the right 
moment. This is a throwback to the days 
when she was young and made her "pile" dur- 
ing the gold rush. 

That May Robson is an elderly women there 
is no denying. That she is a good actress there 
is also no denying. But that she has an oppor- 
tunity to display her talents in this picture 
there is denying. The plot, the cast' the direct- 
ing all of them are not up to the standard that 
she deserves. And that is too bad for we had 
to see talent wasted. There is so little of it in 
the world.

FRANCE IS READY. « 

Barnum was wrong after all! An indication 
of the way in which FRANCE IS READY was 
received is seen in the sincerity with which 13 
people stayed to see the picture to the bitter 
end at a Saturday night performance. Had 
there been a plot to the film, a little interest 
could be evinced, but when a full length movie 
is made of a newsreel type of short, with Eng- 
lish speech Imperfectly superimposed on the 
French dialogue, even Barnum should not ex- 
pect too many suckers.

This picture may be taken a* an 
attempt at a burlesque murder but wa» prob- 
ably done in all seriousness.

Demoeretlc PreeaduraT 

To Iho Edtlor of Iho McGill Dally. 

Sir;— Concerning the mob scene 
staged by a portion of the student 
body Tuesday afternoon when the 
local branch of Iho Canadian Slu 
dent Assembly tried to hold a meet 
ing at which reports of delegates lo 
Iho St. Anne's conference were to 
be presented and discussed, there 
are several Important tacts which 
should be cleared up. 

In the first place, although a min- 
ority group on tha McGlll campus, 
the C. S. A. was an organization 
with a definite program. A* «uch 11 
was entitled to a fair public hearing 
at the hands of the studtnt body. 
Due announcement of lis meeting 
place and time were given before- 
hand and all lnleretted students 
were invited lo attend. 

From a minority organization 
which has been under continuous 
tire for the past few weekt, that 
was a frank enough statement, 

Wat the C. S. A. given the slight- 
est opportunity of explaining its 
recent activities; of even Justifying 
lut very existence? It was not. 
Perhaps the mob of ill-mannered 
atudcntt who "packed" Strathcona 
Hall could explain why? 

Did the majority of students 
present have any real notion of 
what the C. S. A. intended to say 
I think not. 

Did the average student who 
came quietly and peaceably wish 
to hear what the C. S. A. delegates 
had to ssy? I think so. 

Why was this not allowed? Why 
was their statement prevented, 
when it could have been discussed 
calmly and dispassionately during 
she proper discussion period? If 
dissolution seemed advisable, surely 
there were sufficient anti-C. S. A. 
students present to have carried a 
motion to censure a large majority? 

Why was this democratic method 
not employed? Why was a second 
year Law student— presumably im- 
mersed In a study of legal proced- 
ure and the constitutional govern- 
ment of a democratic state— allowed 
to sway unthinking students by 
definitely Fascist tactics? The very 
tactics we are supposed to be fight- 
ing on the Western Front? ... By 
the identical Nazi methods which 
we have pledged our country to 
destroy? 

He and his supporters were not 
only extremely rude and lacking in 
common decency; they were strictly 
unconstitutional as well. Yet after 
effectively breaking up a demo- 
cratic meeting at its outset, Mr. 
Murray and his henchmen had the 
effrontery to flaunt a resolution- 
prepared in advance— which stated 
that: "We, McGill students, meet. 
Ing aa the Canadian Student Assem- 
bly at McGill, declare that in view 
of tha undemocratic and non-repre- 
sentative nature of the Canadian 
Student Assembly" . . . "and since 
the title "Canadian Student Assem- 
bly" it misleading and deceptive to 
these who de not knew the real 
nature and purpose* of the minor- 
ity organization. . . ." 

Ill lite first place, McGlll undent* 
did nnt meet at the Canadian Stu- 
dent Assembly. In fuct they did 
nnt meet at all in Strathcona Hall. 
Instead, they staged a mob scene. 
In the second place they did not 
even allow the orderly C. S. A. to 
hold its meeting, but, preferring to 
break it up, announced that "it ii 
evident that the C, S. A. executive 
has lost the confidence of the stu- 
dents of McGill University." 

"... in view of the undemocratic 
. . . nature of the C. S. A." Does Mr. 
Murray insinuate thai he used 
democratic means lo achieve his 
ends? If to, Fascism mutt have Iho 
tame meaning as our so-called 
Democracy. Presumably the auth- 
ors of the resolution were fully 
aware of the "real nature and pur- 
poses" of tha C S. A. I venture- thut 
the vast majority of McGill students 
were not. But more important: 
they would have come to know con- 
siderably more about the C S. A.'s 
nature and purposes If Mr. Murray 
had not Inalsted on leading tha 
break-up uf Iho meeting before it 
had even commenced. 

While no constitutional authority, 
( suggest that Mr. Murray's queer 
method of bringing "Jutticc lo the 
greater body of McGill students and 
enlightenment to the public" has 
brought neither. In fact it has de- 
feated its own ends, no mailer bow 
many students favor such Hltlerlstlc 
schemes. 

Arc we going to allow our demo- 
cratic rights to slip sway from us 
so rapidly through such faite blun- 
dering patriotism?

Right and Wrong 

To the Editor of tha McGill Daily, 
Sir:— The rssonce of mob opinion 
is Inconsistency. In "The Hunch- 
back of Notre Dame," you will re- 
member that the rabble which feted 
Quasimodo one day wu only too 
pleased lo sec him flogged the day 
afterward. In the light of this fact, 
it Is not surprising to note that the 
campus which resented criticism or 
the radical views of Professor Adair 
ws* outraged by frank expressions 
of C.S.A. policy. Why did not the 
same students who now demand 
that the C.S.A. be "dissociated" 
from McGlll demand that Profettor 
Adair be treated in the tame man 
nor? 



Perhaps there is a derper reason 
than inconsistency— the old quss 
lion of youlh versus maturity. 
Youth is a wonderful period of life 
but one of its disadvantages is in- 
experience. Some of u* realize this 
some refuse to realize it. To a large 
extent, thoso students who form the 
C.S.A. refuse to realize it. They 
meet to form idealistic , plans of 
human behaviour and social con- 
duct: even to criticize those who. 
after much experience, guide our 
national and International policies; 
or they attempt to provide alterna- 
tives to government plans. In times 
of peace, this may provide a new 
outlook which is fresh and helpful. 
In times of national stress it is 
rather foolish, and may even prove 
harmful or be adjudged "subver- 
sive." 

Professor Adair, when he criti- 
cized, did so as a man, experienced 
in public affairs, who was attempt- 
ing to right, or to expose, certain 
things he considered wrong in Bri- 
tish government policy. As such— 
AN EXPERIENCED MAN— we sup- 
ported him and replied to those 
who censured him. But the C.S.A.. 
when they expressed their views, 
were typical of youth groping for 
solutions which the older men in 
control have found, and have been 
forced to cast aside as impracti- 
cable. We. who realize our own in- 
experience, and that of our contem- 
poraries, cannot support their 
views. 

It is probably wrong to accuse 
the C.S.A. of trying to represent 
Canadian student opinion, or even 
of trying to influence this as a 
(Continued on Page Four).

This was necessarily wrong, 
lince they often represent the more 
freely-thinkir.g element on Can- 
sdisn cRmpuses. i Whether or not 
this is the ONLY thinking element 
among us need not be srgued here, 
though the recent not might sup- 
port this view.) At least it it \rue 
thai the C.S.A does no; represent 
Views which we sll hold. 

To return to the inexperience of 
youth: In spue of the example of 
Professor Adair's pillorage. the 
C.S.A. obviously had no foreboding 
«I the censure which would fall 
Upon them. They had no idea of 
the strong public reaction which 
rtaulted from the exposure of their 
Views, which were in fact no more 
than their theories. They might 
'have known thai the Canadian 
press, itself behaving rather child- 
ishly, would hold them up as hor- 
rible examples, branding them a 
group of anti-British radicals. This 
is very much what the newspapers 
did do, acting as they did in the 
case of rrofessor Adair ami sga.n 
proving themselves the guardians 
of intolerance in a time when tol- 
erance is most needed Here, surely, 
the fault was not entirely with the 
C.S.A. And yet severe criticism fell 
on any student publications wh:ch 
tried to present the matter fRirly. 

Students now rose in their wrath. 
Realizing the inexperience of their 
own kind, many of them saw fit 
not only to repudiate the views 
■acribed to them by the C.S.A.. but 
— in the esse of McGilI— to express 
actively their displeasure. The for- 
mer was justifiable, the latter not. 

But when we came to expla.n 
our criticisms of this riol. our ex- 
planations merely scratched the 
surface of our reasons. The riot was 
unjustifiable no; so much because 
it interfered with free speech— for 
many students were familiar with, 
or had read about, the conclusions 
of the C.S.A. conference. Rather it 
•was unjustifiable because it was 
unnecessary. Students who had no 
interest in. no sympathy with the 
C.S.A. findings should have stayed 
away from the notorious meeting 
altogether. Later, since they desired 
to limit the right of the C.S.A. to 
represent student opinion, they 
'could have presented a petition to 
the Students' Council in the proper 
form. Freedom of speech must en- 
-dure. The C.SA has the right of 
tree speech, and only government 
authority may interfere with that 
right. If we felt impelled to show 
the public that we did not approve 
of -their views, it would have been 
wiser and more dignified to choose 
a quieter way of giving this in- 
formation. 

To return to our 



which have, in fact, existed for a 
good number of years and which 
were the result of the effort of past 
student Intra-mural Managers. In 
fact, where in the world has this 
idea of "reorganization 1 come from? 
Someone is laboring under an il- 
lusion and no mistake. There has 
been no change in the fundamental 
set-up at all. The writer himself 
admits the continued and active ex- 
istence of class and faculty athletic 
managers. 11 is intimated that the 
lntra-mural Manager's powers have 
waned. If this be true, and 1 hesi- 
tate to believe it. then it means 
usurpation of the powers of the 
students and should be immediately 
investigated. 

The contention that "All teams are 
provided with the necessary equip- 
ment' is laughable. 1 would sug- 
gest that the writer play intra- 
mural tas he preaches so well!) 
for a short while and see for him- 
self, rerhaps by 'necessary equip- 
ment' is meant the newly created 
baseball diamonds, football fields 
and rinks! 

Again 1 quote: 'At present. Intra- 
mural sports are organ ized so as to 
have contests between various facul- 
ties and classes who are interested 
in participating. But if more inter- 
est is not shown in the future, some 
new method of organization will 
have to be instituted that will guar- 
antee that those who arc interested 
will have a fair chance to partici- 
pate.' Is this a threat or a proposi- 
tion?
